Greed the motive in Europe

IT hardly seems 
possible to pick up 
a football paper 
these days with- 
out reading of a 
‘Super League’ 
planned for some- 
where, whether it 
is Victoria, Britain, 
or the whole of 
Europe. 

The words seem to 
have a magical quality 
about them for admi- 
nistrators and journal- 
ists alike, although the 
actual proposals be- 
hind them may differ 
greatly. 

The idea currently 
floating around for a 
European Super 
League proposes. so 
we are led to believe, a 
16-team tournament 
made up of Europe's 
biggest (not necessari- 
ly most successful) 
clubs. which could 
possibly replace the 
UEFA Cup in the 
European calendar. 

The prime mover 
behind it is Silvio 
Berlusconi, Chairman 
of Milan, supported by 
Marseille’s Bernard 
Tapie. 

The extensive televi- 
sion interests of both 
men would certainly 
benefit from such an 
arrangement. 

In Britain at least, it 
often seems hard to 
analyse such ideas cri- 
tically, without being 
accused of ‘standing in 
the way of progress’ or 
‘resisting the inevit- 
able’. 

However, the idea 
of such a Super League 
is so ill-conceived and 
potentially damaging 
that it deserves more 
than a knee-jerk reac- 
tion in favour, as 
seems to be the gene- 
ral response

(e.g. Glasgow Rangers 
and Internazionale), 
the competition could 
perhaps substitute for 
the success in con- 
ventional European 
competition which 
they have so conspi- 
cuously failed to 
achieve in recent 
years, F 

More importantly, 
the effect of a Euro- 
pean Super League 
would be to debuse 
utterly the European 
Cup and the other two 
current competitions. 

What would remain 
would be two com- 
pletely unsatisfactory 
events, one without 
the leading clubs, and 
one to which entry is 
reserved for those with 
the money, with no 
promotion and relega- 
tion. 

From a British point 
of view. a less fair sys- 
tem could hardly be 
imagined. 

In the past, the ex- 
citement of European 
competition has by no 
means been reserved 
for Liverpool. still less 
for Arsenal, the other 
proposed English re- 
presentatives in the 
Super League. 

A glance at the re- 
cord books is enough 
to show that the con- 
tributions of clubs such 
as Nottingham Forest, 
Aston Villa, Ipswich 
and Tottenham in the 
late 1970s and early 
80s was immense. 

In Scotland, the 
same can be said for 
Aberdeen and Dundee 
United. 

Are such clubs to be 
rewarded by repre- 
sentation in a sub-stan- 
dard competition 
only? 

Were it not for the 
ban on English clubs, 
Norwich City, Luton, 
Wimbledon and 
Coventry City would 
have been among 
those taking on the 
best in Europe, on 
merit. 

It is clubs such as 
these. for whom Euro- 
pean competition cer- 
tainly would be a huge 
financial boost. who 
should be entitled to 
receive its benefits, 


The purpose of 
European competition 
should be to provide a 
stage on which the 
largest possible num- 
ber of teams from 
ross the continent 
can meet. 

By excluding the 
middle-ranking West- 
ern European teams, 
not to mention the 
whole of Eastern 
Europe and the Soviet 
Union, Berlusconi and 
the others show that 
they have no real 
understanding of the 
broad attraction of the 
current tournaments. 

While it may be a 
drag for Milan to play 
against teams from 
Malta or Albania or 
Iceland in the early 
rounds, for the teams 
from those countries 
and many others, the 
thrill of even being on 
the same pitch is 
irrepl 

The incentive tor 
those at all levels of 
football is the chance 
to make progress by 
playing against your 
betters, until you are 
as respected as they 
are 

That applies as 
much to clubs such as 
PSV and Napoli (win- 
ners of just one Italian 
championship in their 
history), now regarded 
Super League mate- 
rial, as it does to the 
minnows of European 
competition. 

To cut off the 
chances of any team 
aspiring to s 
heights would be like 
saying to Australia 
that they can compete 
in the World Cup, but 
if they get to the finals, 
Brazil, Italy, West 
Germany. Argentina, 
Holland and the Soviet 
Union will not be 
there! 


The principle of 
permanent exclusivity 
on the basis of wealth 
(or even of talent) is 
one which should be 
resisted at all levels of 
football. 

The game changes, 
good teams come and 
go, no-one stays at the 
top forever. 

That is part of the 
beauty of the game.
